We are happy to inform you that The Heidi Group’s Family Planning contract was approved at 10:01 
am yesterday! The Tenison Terrell Clinic does not have the TPI number yet but should by the end 
of the week. 

The Family Planning program is for women 250% below the Federal Poverty Level (FPL). Undocumented 
women and men can be treated. The program is to provide Family Planning services for each patient 
through August 31,2017. Services MUST be provided to the patient at no cost. With this extremely tight 
budget, all costs including prescriptions will need to be closely monitored for cost overruns. 
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Billing is different for this program. The contract stipulates billing under the following categories not 
to exceed $233.31 per patient. 

Personnel Front Office/Medical Assistant, etc. $ 37.77 


Midlevel Provider 26.05 

Fringe Benefits for personnel 12.76 

Supplies Medical 64.26 

Pharmaceutical 91.36 

Office 1.11

The Fleidi Group will bill these services under your new Family Planning TPI. If you wish to bill 
directly, let’s discuss. The program funds will be sent to The Heidi Group and you will be reimbursed 
according to your billing. 

There are no limits on the number of patients you may serve. The Heidi Group will monitor and 
make certain you are being paid for your services. (Should the funds become limited, you will be 
notified immediately to stop serving FP patients.) 

We will send a PDF with information on codes, billing procedures and information on assessing 
eligibility. Please watch for an e-mail with this attachment late today. The first FP voucher will be 
the end of January. You can also find information on the web at www.tmhp.com . Choose Provider 
and to access this information.
